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We will not adhere to our regular fourth Sunday meeting day this 
month due to the Memorial Day Weekend. We will instead meet on 
Sunday, June 2 at 2 P.M. at the Negro Cultural Center, 6th & Chew Sts., 
Allentown, Pa. Please enter the building on the Chew St. side; 532 
Chew St. to be specific. We will meet in the quarters of the Lehigh 
County Council on Alcohol & Drug Abuse, who sponsor DRUG LINE. DRUG 
LINE has been getting a number of calls from persons expressing con- 
cern about their homosexuality. We hope from this meeting will come 
a better understanding of our organization and homosexuality for the 
DRUG LINE volunteers. We also expect to exchange information with 
the DRUG LINE volunteers so that we may have a better understanding of 
what DRUG LINE is doing. 

We will be showing our: filmstrip program, “THE INVISIBLE MINORITY: THE 
HOMOSEXUALS IN OUR SOCIETY" to the DRUG LINE volunteers. The filmstrip 
program developed by the Unitarian Universalist Association won FIRST 
PLACE as best filmstrip/record educational program, 1973, at the 
National Council of Family Relations competition. 


A recent trend throughout the country has been the adoption by cities 
and towns of ordinances prohibiting discrimination based on sexual 
orientation. While New York City still chews on INTRO 2 (formerly INTRO 
475), the latest community to do so is Alfred, N.Y., population 3,800, 
bringing the total of liberated locales to, anout Ji. A setback occurred 
in Boulder, Colorado, however, where voters defeated a proposed city 
amendment which would have provided job security for gays. Boulder's 
Mayor (Colorado's first black mayor), who co-sponsored the bill, faces 
a recall election because of his active support for gay rights. 


Hopefully some of You caught a very. interesting episode of The 
Advocates recently (May 16, T.V. Ch. 39) which took up the issue: 
"Should Homosexuals be allowed to marry?" Dr. Frank Kameny spoke in 
defense, calling on witnesses Elaine Noble (notable for her brilliant 
appearance on a David Susskind show last March) and Dr. Richard Green, 
a psychiatrist, while William Simon led the offense with witnesses Dr. 
Charles Socarides (our best enemy) and some philosopher. The outcome 
was, very laughably, lopsided in our favor. Kameny was a little over- 
excited and not as coherent as he usually is; Noble added humorous 
common sense, while the highlight of the show was Green's superb, 
rational, practical testimony. Simon, on the other hand, led an ex- 
tremely weak, disorganized attack, with little help from the abstractions 
of his philosopher and the rantings of Socarides (heard a million times 
before), who clashed quite violently with Kameny. On occasion the 
audience (a little biased) virtually laughed Simon and cohorts off the 
Stage. They did make the concession, though, that all homosexuals 
should have their civil rights, but marriage was going too far. All in 
all, an interesting, if not completely satisfactory show. 


Our April Chit-Chat was, incidentally, very successful (wine & cheese 
always go over well), especially due to several guests from DRUG LINE 
and the Easton YWCA Women's Center, the latter group having planned a 
session with the women of our group.
